Jury Finds Man 
Guilty of Assault 


Following a two-day trial, a 
Charlevoix 
County jury 
convicted 
Landon 
Scott Bar- 
rett, 24, Cen- 
tral Lake, of

that occurred on June 17, 2020.

Char-Em ISD buses receive 
100 percent rating for seventh 
year in a row 

School children riding 
Charlevoix-Emmet Intermedi- 
ate School District buses and 
their families can feel confident 
that the fleet has once again re- 
ceived the highest safety rat- 
ings as determined by the 
Michigan State Police. 

“Our staff is razor-focused on 
child safety relative to their 
transportation needs, and we 
are very proud to have received 
another 100 percent passing in- 
spection certificate from Michi- 
gan State Police inspectors,” 
said Phil Haldaman, the ISD’s 
Transportation Coordinator. 
“This accomplishment reflects 
the fruits of a concerted team 
effort — mechanics, drivers, the 
business office and transporta- 
tion administration, whose pri- 
mary focus is trained in the 
same direction: Student safety. 

Haldaman noted that earn- 
ing a 100 percent safety rating 
is a significant accomplish- 
ment, and this marks the ISD’s 
seventh year in a row of hitting 
the highest bar. “When parents 
access their respective school 
district’s bus fleet information 
online and they scroll down to 
Char-Em’s stats, they’ll be 
pleased to see a nice legacy of 
safety with our fleet,” he added. 

The inspection process is ex- 
haustive and takes place on 
every bus used throughout the 
state each year, as required by 
state and federal law. Every 
system both inside and outside 
of the bus is examined: lights,

Americans 
love 
cookouts & 
fireworks on 
the Fourth! 


On July 2, 1776, the Decla- 
ration of Independence was 
approved by the Continental 
Congress, starting the 13 
colonies on the road to free- 
dom as a sovereign nation. As 
always, this most American 
of holidays will be marked by 
parades, fireworks and back- 
yard barbecues across the 
country. 

Here are some interesting 
facts and trivia about Inde- 
pendence Day that you may 
not know: 

Benjamin Franklin wanted 
the turkey to be the national 
animal but was out-voted 
when John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson chose the 
bald eagle. 

The stars on the original 
American flag were arranged 
in a circle to ensure that all 
colonies were represented 
equally. 

Only John Hancock actu- 
ally signed the Declaration of 
Independence on July 4, 1776. 
All the others signed later. 
There are 56 signatures in all 
on the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. They did not all 


sign at the same time because 
some were not present. Most 
historians agree that they all 
signed by August 2, 1776. 

The average age of the 
signers of the Declaration of 
Independence was 45. The 
youngest were Edward Rut- 
ledge and Thomas Lynch uJr., 
both of whom were 26, and 
the oldest delegate was Ben- 
jamin Franklin (70) of Penn- 
sylvania. The leader author 
of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was Thomas Jeffer- 
son (38). 

Two signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence later 
served as President of the 
United States: John Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson. 

Independence Day was 
first celebrated in Philadel- 
phia on July 8, 1776. The Lib- 
erty Bell rang out from 
Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia that day. It was 
sounded to bring the people 
out to the first public reading 
of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. It was read by 
Colonel John Nixon. 

The first two Liberty Bells 
were defective, so the third 
Liberty Bell was rung every 

Fourth of July from 1778 
on, until it cracked in 1835. It 
has been silent since then. 
Even so, the Liberty Bell is 
still tapped (not rang) 13 
times each Fourth of July in 
honor of the original 13 
colonies. 

In 1777, Bristol, Rhode Is- 
land celebrated July 4 by fir- 
ing 13 gunshots, once in the 
morning and once again in 
the evening. Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania commemo- 
rated our independence that 
year with an official Conti- 
nental Congress dinner, pa- 
rades, prayers, music, 
fireworks, speeches, 13 gun 
salutes, and more.

The circles on the original U.S. Flag were arranged in a circle to show that all the states were equal. 


In 1778, General George 
Washington celebrated by 
giving his soldiers a double 
ration of rum and having an 
artillery salute. Benjamin 
Franklin and John Adams 
were in Paris, France, and 
held a dinner for other Amer- 
icans there. 

The country’s oldest con- 
secutive Fourth of July pa- 
rade is celebrated each year 
in Bristol, Rhode Island. The 
tradition there started way 
back in 1785. 

1791 was the year that the 
name “Independence Day” 
was used for the first time. It 
may have been used before 
then, but that was the first 
time it was recorded. 

1801 was the first time a 
July 4 party was held at the 
White House. 

In 1805, Lewis and Clark 
celebrated the first July 4 cel- 
ebration west of the Missis- 
sippi, at Independence Creek. 

There were 2.5 million peo- 


ple living in the United States 
in July of 1776. At the time of 
America’s independence, of 
the 13 colonies, Pennsylvania 
had the highest estimated 
population of 434,373 people. 
The colony with the lowest 
estimated population in 1776 
was Delaware, with 59,094, ac- 
cording to the US Census Bu- 
reau. 

Some interesting stats: 63 
percent of people attend a 
fireworks display in a normal 
year and 63 percent display 
an American flag; 80 percent 
attend a barbecue, picnic or 
cookout; 76 percent together 
with a family; and 32 percent 
watch a Fourth of July pa- 
rade. 

Fireworks have been part 
of Fourth of July celebra- 
tions dating all the way back 
to the 1700s but it was not 
until the 1870s that fireworks 
became more accessible and 
more prominent as part of 
the Independence Day tradi- 


tion. Italian immigrants to 
America brought their recipe 
for fireworks across the At- 
lantic with them. 

The major reason for the U. 
S. to declare independence 
was taxation without repre- 
sentation. 

More than 150 million hot 
dogs will be consumed on 
July 4th. That’s roughly one 
hot dog for every two people 
in the US. 

Americans spend more 
than $6.5 billion annually on 
Fourth of July picnics. 

The first Fourth of July 
party was held at the White 
House in 1801. 

More than 80 million 
Americans will barbecue on 
July 4. 

There are about 190 million 
pounds of red meat and pork 
purchased in a typical week 
leading up to the Fourth of 
July. About one-third of peo- 
ple reported eating baked 
beans at their Fourth of July 


barbecue gathering and half 
consumed potato salad or 
corn. 

Three U.S. presidents have 
died on July 4: Thomas Jef- 
ferson and John Adams died 
on July 4, 1826, the fiftieth an- 
niversary of the signing of 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence; five years later, James 
Monroe died on July 4, 1831. 

Calvin Coolidge is the only 
US. president born on the 
Fourth of July. He was born 
in 1872. 

Marie Curie, the only 
woman to win two Nobel 
Prizes and the only person to 
win two in two different sci- 
ence fields, died on July 4, 
1934. 

There are 31 places nation- 
wide with the “liberty” in 
their name. The most popu- 
lous one is Liberty, Missouri 
(29,149). Iowa has more of 
these places than any other 
state: four (Libertyville, New 
Liberty, North Liberty and 
West Liberty). 

Eleven places have “‘inde- 
pendence” in their name. The 
most populous of these is In- 
dependence, Missouri, with 
116,830 residents. 

Five places adopted the 
name “freedom.” New Free- 
dom, Pennsylvania with 4,464 
residents, has the largest 
population among these. 

There is one place named 
“patriot” — Patriot, Indiana, 
with a population of 209. 

And what could be more 
fitting than spending the day 
in a place called “America”? 
There are five such places in 
the country, with the most 
populous being American 
Fork, Utah, with 26,263 resi- 
dents.

Citizen's complaint over 
flag divides city 


BOYNE CITY - The Boyne 
City Commission would start 
the meeting off by approving 
the City Manager to sign and 
execute documents for the 
Mutual Aid Agreement for 
the Lake Charlevoix EMS Au- 
thority. One big thing men- 
tioned in the Agreement, is 
the cities are not liable if un- 
able to meet requests if al- 
ready busy with calls in their 
own city. 

Boyne City Citizen Eliza- 
beth Looze who lives outside 
the city limits but spoke up 
during the Public Comment 
section of the meeting to 
voice her displeasure with 
the 13 star flag flying in Vet- 
erans Park. Looze would 
voice her opinion that the 
flag “symbolizes White Su- 
premacy and Racism”. 

“Tam pretty sure, everyone 
honored in Veterans Memo- 
rial Park, unless they fought 
in the Revolutionary war 
fought for the flag with 50 
stars on it, one for each state 
of the Country. The actual 
American flag, there is no 
right or wrong flag, but I 
would encourage the City 
Commission to fly no other 
flag than the American Flag 
with 50 stars on it, “ said 
Looze. 

Eventually a special meet- 
ing would be called and or- 
dered by City Manager 
Michael Cain and Tom Neid- 
hammer on Friday, June 25 
about the flag topic. There 
would be over 70 people 
showing up to attend the 
meeting, that would never be 
allowed into the meeting. 

Other than the Flag issue, 
there would be a comment 
mentioned about how the 


Boys Golf Team made the 
State Finals, but did not have 
any signs in town. There was 
a compliment about how 
much the City rallied around 
the Girls Soccer team, but 
would like to see it for every 
team. 

Cain would mention in his 
Manager’s report that they 
have addressed the bathroom 
issue from the last meeting. 
They have installed signage 
to make sure people give up- 
dates and a contact if public 
restrooms need attention. 
The bathrooms have seen a 
big improvement. 

The Commission would 
then hold a public hearing for 
the Boyne City Main 
Street/DDA Development 
Plan and Tax Increment 
Plan. The Plan will come 
back in front of the Commis- 
sion on July 18 for a vote. 

The Commission would 
then approve the recommen- 
dation of application of 
Shortcut Spirits LLC, D.B.A 
to open a tasting room on 121 
Water street, which was for- 
merly Huff Pharmacy. As 
part of the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission is to get 
local Commission approval. 
The location would feature 
products distilled by the busi- 
ness. The distilling process 
will not take place in the 
Water street building. Some 
Department heads have re- 
viewed the proposal and have 
no concerns. 

The Meeting would be 
stopped, as Mayor Neidham- 
mer and Cain would present 
Kelsey King - Duff, Executive 
Director of Boyne City Main 
Street, an award for her serv- 
ice as she has stepped down 


to help start her family. 
Looze would be back up in 
front of the Commission. As 
she would speak about the 
landscaping in front of City 
Hall. As six people spent 24 
total hours between them to 
weed the beds and make the 
landscaping look good. Mayor 
Neidhammer mentioned that 
they would look into the idea 
and see what they can do. 
The Commission would 
then schedule a public hear- 
ing about a piece of East 
Street that is adjacent to Bar- 
den Lumber parking lot. The 
portion was once approved by 
the Planning Commission 
and City Commission, but the 
documentation was not filed 
in a timely manner with the 
state and Charlevoix County. 
So the Commission would ap- 
prove to repeat the process. 
The Commission would 
then evaluate the idea of ex- 
panding the Boyne Valley 
Trail. The three year grant of 
$300,000 is scheduled to close 
on July 31. There is about 
$9,000 left on the grant. The 
project discussed was to ex- 
tend the trail from the Waste- 
water treatment plant to the 
parking lot. The estimated 
cost is scheduled for $58,000. 
The County has given $10,000 
from the parks millage fund. 
The decision was made to not 
accept the extra $9,000 from 
the state, so that the City will 
not have to have the State ap- 
prove their design plan. The 
project was met by some hesi- 
tation from Commissioner 
Hugh Conklin and Dean 
Solomon. Conklin did not 
think the use of the $46,000 
was a good use of the funds. 
Solomon wanted to empha- 


size that the carried motion 
was to close the 3 year grant 
and to start to plan the exten- 
sion, not start to build the ex- 
tension. 

The Commission would 
then approve the purchase 
order contract to Zaremba 
Equipment Incorporated of 
Gaylord Michigan. The con- 
tract is for the purchase of an 
International HV 507 series 
single axle heavy duty plow 
truck in the amount not to 
exceed $92,495. The truck that 
it is replacing is over 17 years 
old. The current scraper 
blade and dump bed will be 
used on the new truck. 

The Commission would 
then be presented with the 
purchase of a shed for the 
dog agility park. The plan 
was to have a 10’ X 14’ shed to 
help store the agility items. 
There are no current 10’ X 14’ 
sheds available. Woodland 
Structures of Brutus, Michi- 
gan has one shed left in stock. 
The shed is 12’ X 16’ which is 
bigger than planned. The Di- 
rector of Public Works Tim 
Faas already purchased the 
shed to make sure they would 
get it, but still needed Com- 
mission approval. There has 
been more fundraising to 
support the extra cost associ- 
ated with a bigger shed. The 
fundraising left a $340 gap 
that will be filled by the parks 
budget. 

The Commission would fin- 
ish the meeting with setting 
the dates for the board of re- 
view to meet on July 21 at 1 
o’clock. The December date 
has not been chosen yet. 

The next City Commission 
meeting will be held on Tues- 
day, July 13 at 7 o’clock. 


Delta variant spreading rapidly 
Even more important to get vaccinated now 


The Delta variant of 
COVID-19 is spreading rap- 
idly across the U.S. and could 
become the dominant strain 
in the next few weeks, mak- 
ing it even more important 
for those not yet fully vacci- 
nated to receive their shot - 
especially youth. 

The U.S. Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
released data recently show- 
ing that the prevalence of the 
Delta strain more than dou- 
bled over the two weeks 
ended June 19 to 20.6% of pos- 
itive COVID-19 positive tests, 
compared with 9.9% in the 
week ended June 5. 

“We strongly urge those 
who are not fully vaccinated 
to get their COVID-19 vac- 
cine,”’said Lisa Peacock, 
Health Officer with the 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan. “All three 
vaccines - Pfizer, Moderna 
and J&J - have proven to be 
safe and effective against this 
new variant, which is highly 
transmissible and particu- 
larly risky to people who are 
unvaccinated,” Peacock said. 

As summer gets into full 
swing, the health department 
is urging parents to consider 
getting their child, ages 12-18, 
vaccinated now so they can 
safely gather with family and 
friends throughout the com- 
ing months and be fully vac-

DETROIT, Mich. — Gover- 
nor Gretchen Whitmer 
today, during an event on 
Belle Isle in Detroit mark- 
ing the state’s return to nor- 
mal, called for the 
expansion of the Futures 
for Frontliners scholarship 
program to meet increased 
demand and popularity. The 
tuition-free scholarships 
would now include frontline 
workers who served be- 
tween November 1, 2020 and 
January 31, 2021. 

“Today we are taking the 
last big step to get back to 
normal, but we will never 
forget the frontline workers 
along the way who helped 
us get here,” Governor 
Whitmer said. “That’s why 
I’m calling on the legisla- 
ture to join me in expanding 
the Futures for Frontliners 
scholarship program to 
cover the selfless Michigan- 
ders who stepped up in un- 
precedented ways to keep 
our state moving. As we put 
Michigan back to work, this 
will help people get into 
good-paying, high-demand 
careers, which will boost 
our economic jumpstart 
even further.” 

With the expansion, up- 
wards of 22,000 additional 
workers would be eligible to 
apply for this opportunity. 
This would add on to the 
more than 120,000 essential 
workers who quickly ap- 
plied for the program when 
it launched in the last quar- 
ter of 2020. 

The additional $100 mil- 
lion investment would come 
from federal American Res- 
cue Plan funding.

ition-free pathway to 
gaining the skills needed to 
obtain high-demand, high- 
wage careers.

Food Bank Council of Michigan awarded 
$200,000 for Boundless Collaborations 


LANSING, MI - The Food 
Bank Council of Michigan 
(FBCM), in partnership with 
Michigan Department of 
Health & Human Services 
(MDHHS), recently received 
a Feeding America Bound- 
less Collaborations grant to 
support a statewide grocery 
delivery program for older 
adults facing food insecurity. 

The Food Bank Council of 
Michigan applied for the 
Boundless Collaborations 
program with government 
and three regional food 
banks. The grant initiates a 
feasibility study and project 
model which sets the path 
for statewide implementa- 
tion. 

“To reach older adults in 
need, particularly those who 
live in remote areas or for 
whom food access is a chal- 
lenge, we must work to- 
gether on a statewide level 
versus within a single serv- 
ice area. We can build infra- 
structure to serve the most 
vulnerable and dramatically 
reduce the percentage of 
food insecure seniors,” said 
Dawn Opel, FBCM director 
of research and strategic ini- 
tiatives. “This model of food 
security could potentially 
serve as a national model of 
change, delivering healthy 
foods to seniors’ doorsteps." 

During the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, senior food insecurity 
became more visible, as 
older adults were particu- 
larly vulnerable to the virus, 
unable to leave their homes, 
and also left without pre-ex- 
isting supports such as con- 
gregate meals. With no 
existing collaboration be- 


tween the food banks, gov- 
ernment and volunteer pro- 
grams, senior citizens fell 
victim to food insecurity. 

“The grocery delivery 
service supported by the 
Feeding America grant will 
be a great benefit to Michi- 
gan seniors facing food inse- 
curity,” said Paula D. 
Cunningham, State Director 
of AARP Michigan. “Food 
insecurity became a more 
acute problem during the 
COVID-19 pandemic, espe- 
cially for this age group.” 

With all hands-on deck 
during COVID-19, Michigan 
food banks delivered over $1 
million in senior food boxes. 
The grant-funded initiative 
has the potential for collabo- 
ration to make an even 
greater impact statewide. 

MDHHS, an important 
partner in the initiative, un- 
derstands the critical link 
between nutritious food and 
senior health. The state de- 
partment looks forward to 
addressing this important 
issue. 

“MDHHS strongly be- 
lieves that no aging Michi- 
gander should have to worry 
about putting food on the 
table — especially during a 
pandemic,” said Scott Wams- 
ley, acting director of the de- 
partment’s Aging & Adult 
Services Agency. “We will 
continue to work with part- 
ners such as the Food Bank 
Council of Michigan to ad- 
dress food insecurity.”

Holewinski and 
the high price 
of freedom 


It was two days before 
Christmas of 1941 when the 
Japanese warships finally ar- 
rived and the full assault 
began, the one the small out- 
post of marines and sailors 
knew was coming in the mid- 
dle of the Pacific on a tiny 
atoll known as Wake Island. 

The two-and-a-half-mile is- 
land which had become a 
US. Territory following the 
Spanish-American War 
didn’t boast much in terms of 
natural resources but it was 
extremely valuable now asa 
potential airstrip for the 
Japanese in the recently-de- 
clared war against the U.S. 
The Japanese ignited the war 
with the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor in Hawaii a few 
weeks before on December 7, 
1941, and from that time on 
the 449 marines and 70 
sailors stationed on Wake Is- 
land were bombarded regu- 
larly with air raids. 

The soldiers and civilians 
stationed at Wake all knew 
the full amphibious Japanese 
assault was imminent. They 
would be greatly out-manned 
and out-gunned. They also 
knew it was not realistic to 
expect reinforcements any 
time soon following the dev- 
astation at Pearl.

Holewinski of Gaylord was 
among those stationed at 
Wake. Anyone from the Gay- 
lord area is aware of the re- 
markable bravery displayed 
by Holewinski on Dec. 23, 
1941. 

Ralph turned 20 during the 
summer of 1941. He had 
joined the marines fresh out 
of high school in 1939 and 
after serving for two years 
and earning rank of corporal 
was sent to Wake Island with 
the small contingent of other 
troops prior to the start of 
the war to help secure the air 
base being built there. 

The first air raid from the 
Japanese came on Dec. 7, the 
same day as the surprise at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. The 
soldiers, with help from the

civilians stationed at the 
base, successfully resisted 
the air attack with their anti- 
aircraft guns and shelters. 
More air raids came in the 
weeks that followed, just a 
preview of the attack that 
was to come. Wake Island, lo- 
cated closer to the mainland 
of Japan than Hawaii and 
only 600 miles from the Mar- 
shall Islands, was a prized lo- 
cation for the Japanese. 

On Dec. 23, the day of the 
full assault, Corporal 
Holewinski volunteered to 
man a damaged-but-func- 
tional three-inch anti-aircraft 
gun. Despite being under 
constant bombardment, 
Holewinski kept firing. At 
one point during the intense 
conflict, Holewinski could 
even see the eyes of a Japan- 
ese pilot who was swooping 
down. In spite of the contin- 
ual attacks on his position, 
Holewinski employed his 
three-inch gun to make a di- 
rect hit on one Japanese war- 
ship, sinking it, and badly 
damaged another warship, 
rendering it useless. 

When the beach was fi- 
nally overrun by Japanese 
soldiers, Holewinski left 
whatever tenuous protection 
there was in his anti-aircraft 
post and rushed the enemy. 
He kept shooting his rifle and 
throwing grenades at enemy 
troops in spite of being 
struck in his back by shrap- 
nel from a Japanese grenade 
and being shot four times in 
the legs. He is credited with 
saving the life of his com- 
manding officer, 2nd Lt.

Robert Hanna. (Hanna, in 
fact, later wrote multiple let- 
ters on behalf of Holewinski 
receiving the Navy Cross for 
his heroism, the second high- 
est honor awarded a soldier 
for actions above and beyond 
the call of duty.) 

Holewinski, who would 
later serve with distinction 
as the Otsego County Sheriff 
for 34 years, told the History 
Channel for a documentary 
that the last time he ever ran 
was that day on Wake Island. 
Holewinski only stopped fir- 
ing his rifle when ordered to 
do so because the soldiers 
who remained alive had no 
choice but to surrender. 

Holewinski was subse- 
quently treated in a tempo- 
rary Japanese hospital set up 
on Wake Island and became a 
prisoner of war until his re- 
lease at the end of the war. 

Holewinski and those who 
served so valiantly with him 
did not successfully defend 
Wake Island from the enemy 
but their brave resistance in 
the face of insurmountable 
odds during December of 
1941 resonated throughout 
the country and infused a 
fresh sense of hope and re- 
solve among the U.S. citizens 
during a time when it was 
badly needed. The resistance 
at Wake Island, reminiscent 
in many ways of the Alamo 
in Texas, marked the begin- 
ning of the U.S. war effort in 
the Pacific. 

Following the war, 
Holewinski received a medal 
as part of a Unit Citation for 
bravery and a medal for sur- 
viving as a prisoner of war 
and decades later, at the re- 
quest of Hanna, received a 
well-deserved Bronze Star 
with a “V” for valor for his 
actions on Dec. 23, 1941. 

Holewinski himself, as his 
family and those who knew 
him will attest, was always 
quite modest about the hero- 
ism he displayed, as were

many WWII combat veter- 
ans, and rarely talked about 
his experiences in the Pacific. 
He passed away in 2010 at the 
age of 89 after a full and pro- 
ductive life. 

During this Fourth of July 
weekend, it’s good for us to 
reflect on the contributions 
to our freedoms made by ex- 
traordinary men like Ralph 
Holewinski. When this 20- 
year-old young man from 
Gaylord rushed the enemy at 
the Wake Island beach with 
his rifle in his hands, you 
know he had to expect to die. 

What else could he have 
expected? 

But he was willing to pay 
the ultimate price on that 
tiny, blood-covered atoll way 
out in the Pacific because he 
understood something so 
many in our country today 
seem to have completely for- 
gotten: the cost of freedom is 
high. 

There’s a deep, inner sense 
of duty, resolve and loyalty 
that compels a man to rush 
forward into the line of fire 
and to declare in doing so 
this American flag and all it 
represents is worth every- 
thing I have inside me to give. 
Ralph Holewinski was such a 
man and thankfully the fire 
he exhibited continues to 
blaze. 

Even today when you have 
athletes who are supposed to 
represent our country in the 
Olympics turning away in 
shame from the American 
flag when the anthem is 
played, it doesn’t diminish at 
all the value of the freedoms 
men like Holewinski held 
dear and were willing to give 
their life for. It only serves in- 
stead to show how true patri- 
otism benefits even those 
who are too blind to under- 
stand and recognize just how 
grateful they should be.
